Walter  Breen,  in  Paper  Money,  Vol.  XVI,  No.  3,  states  that  he  has  only  seen 
two  examples!  While  there  are  undoubtely  others  around,  this  is  still  one  of 
the  great  rarities  in  the  legal  tender  series.

Although  cleaned  and 
pressed  this  note  retains  virtually  full  color.  For  the  sake  of 
accuracy,  we  must  mention  that  there  is  a V2"  blue  ink  mark  on  the 
reverse,  and  9 or  10  small  pinholes.  While  it  has  been  widely 
reported  that  only  two  examples  exist  (the  Hessler  book  and  the 
recent  Lynn  Knight/Steve  Ivy  catalog),  Walter  Breen  was  able  in 
"Paper  Money"  Magazine  last  year  to  detail  the  existence  of  five 
notes,  including  the  Grinnell  note,  lot  166.  Although  no  doc- 
umentation exists,  this  is  no  doubt  the  Grinnell  note,  as  our 
consignor  was  fortunate  enough  to  purchase  many  notes  at  the 
Grinnell  sales.  An  exciting  rarity  we  have  not  been  privileged  to 
offer  since  our  Walton  sale,  15  years  ago.
